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(54) STICKING JIG FOR ADHESIVE TAPE 
(5?)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide an adhesive tape sticking jig 
which is capable of applying a tape easily and quickly at the time of 
sticking this pressure sensitive adhesive tape with separation paper to 
an object to be stuck, and also of preventing the tape from separation, 
and besides, there is smooth even in its traveling. 
SOLUTION: In this adhesive tape sticking jig provided with a tape 
guiding member equipped with a tape guide member 3 and a tape 
holding member 5, a tape sticking part 7 equipped with a tape sticking 
head, and a guiding part equipped with a guide member 8, a side end 
of the tape holding member 5 regulates a mounting port of an 
adhesive tape together with the taper guide member 3, and the side 
end of the tape holding member 5 is provided with a tape stGpper- 
cutout being inclined inward toward a traveling path of the adhesive 
tape from the tip.
